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Safety concerns 
of AES students 
being picked up 
after school 
addressed by 
board Monday 

Clinton County Board of Education held a call meeting Monday 
evening, December 15 with all members present and a lighter than 
usual agenda. 

The board did, however, hear some safety concerns about students 
drop-off and especially after school pick-up by vehicle traffic that 
concerned parents and grandparents. School officials are attempting 
to address and make changes in protocol for those who pick up chil¬ 
dren after school. 

Before the approximate 45-minute meeting was adjourned during 
the public comment period, Charles ‘Booty’ Mclver addressed the 
board about the situation where more than one child had almost been 
run over by speeding vehicles in the pick-up area and parking areas 
at Albany Elementary School. He and others have apparently already 
been in contact with their board members and school officials about 
the problem. 

AES Principal Tim Armstrong addressed the board as well, saying 
that immediate actions to alleviate the problem had to be taken, in¬ 
cluding changing the way students who do not ride buses are picked 
up from school in the afternoon. Among the changes would be for 
children to be walked from the school to their respective awaiting 
vehicles, one student at a time if necessary. 

Armstrong said that he has had trouble with parents of children

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This is the season for holiday 
celebrations and family gather¬ 
ings, with delectable treats and 
bountiful feasts. 

But while our bellies may stay 
replete, a common kitchen prod¬ 
uct from those meals is said to be 
causing another unwanted bulge- 
-in the city’s underground waste 
water system. 

Runoff grease from those 
meals is thought to be what’s 
causing logjams and damage to 
pumps in some of the more in¬ 
tricate areas of the city’s waste 
waterways, Monticello Utilities 
Commission System Manger 
Gene Jones told commission 
members at its monthly meeting 
two weeks ago Thursday, De¬ 


cember 4. 

“This time of year, there’s a lot 
of cooking,” Jones told commis¬ 
sion members about the grease 
issues. “We’ve had a pump to 
stop up (because of grease from 
cooking).” 

He added that most of the 
grease was produced by local 
restaurants and households and 
stoppages occurred mostly near 
Monticello’s fast food chains and 
densely populated areas. 

Jones noted lower tempera¬ 
tures have made the situation 
worse. 

“We’re trying our best to stay 
on top of it,” he added. 


U.S. Rep. Harold “Hal” Rog¬ 
ers (KY-05) has urged the En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) to withdraw a rule from 
its Clean Power Plan that is de¬ 
signed to regulate emissions 
from existing coal-fired power 
plants and further crush the coal 


mining industry. 

“Communities in southern 
and eastern Kentucky already 
feel the devastating impacts of 
these policies and currently have 
some of the highest unemploy¬ 
ment rates in the nation,” said 
Rogers. “The continued imposi¬ 
tion of strict regulation on coal- 
fired power plants is forcing 
companies to close their doors, 
and lay off hardworking individ¬ 
uals with few other employment 
options.” 

The proposed section 111(d) 
rule will force Kentucky to re¬ 
duce carbon emissions from its 
20 coal-fired power plants by 18 
percent by the year 2030. 

In 2012, two years before the 
EPA unveiled its Clean Power 
Plan, thee Kentucky Energy and 
Environment Cabinet projected 
that electricity fees in the Com¬ 
monwealth would increase 25 
percent between 2011 and 2015, 
resulting in roughly 30,000 lost 
jobs. The Cabinet also warned 
that increasing energy costs 
would cause the Commonwealth 
to eliminate 17,500 full-time po¬ 
sitions in the manufacturing sec¬ 
tor alone. 

“Rather than forging a realis¬ 
tic path toward a thriving energy 
economy, the EPA has wrapped 
renewable energy production in 
red tape and effectively shuttered 
a crucial domestic energy,” said 
Rogers. “This agency should join 
me in supporting true ‘all of the 
above’ energy policy, and work 
with Congress to propel this na¬ 
tion forward on its path toward 
achieving energy independence.” 

Rogers submitted his official 
statement regarding the costly 
rule during the comment period 
for the agency’s Clean Power 
Plan and reiterated his frustration 
with the EPA for refusing to hold 
any of its four listening sessions 
in a coal producing region. 

“The EPA’s decision to make 
it difficult for those who work 
in the industry to express their 
concerns about a rule that will 
undoubtedly impact their liveli¬ 
hoods demonstrates this agency’s 
lack of concern for the real world 
consequences of its actions,” 


Rogers said. 

The EPA has stated that the 
final rule will be issued in June 
of 2015. 



Special Agents from the Ten¬ 
nessee Bureau of Investigation 
have obtained indictments for a 
Jamestown woman accused of 
killing her boyfriend’s elderly 
father. 

At the request of 8th District 
Attorney General Jared Effler, 
TBI Special Agents began inves¬ 
tigating the death of 8 8-year-old 
Clay York Sherill on November 
24. Earlier that day, officers from 
the Jamestown Police Depart¬ 
ment discovered the victim’s 
body in his home on E. Mark 
Twain Avenue. 

During the investigation, 
agents working alongside inves¬ 
tigators from the Jamestown and 
Crossville police departments 
and the Fentress County and 
Cumberland County sheriff’s de¬ 
partments, developed informa¬ 
tion which led to Sherill’s son’s 
girlfriend, Brandi Michelli Ad¬ 
ams, as the individual believed 
to be responsible for the crime. 

Last week, the Fentress 
County Grand Jury returned in¬ 
dictments for the 3 8-year-old, 
charging her with one count of 
First Degree Murder during the 
perpetration of Robbery and one 
count of First Degree Murder 
during the perpetration of Kid¬ 
napping. She was subsequently 
booked into the Fentress County 
Jail on a $1 million bond. 



A Celina couple has been 
indicted by an Overton County 
Grand Jury on charges related to 
the death of Fonzie Loretta Bow- 
mer, of Livingston, according to 
a press release from the Tennes¬ 
see Bureau of Investigation. 

In the Friday, December 5 
release, TBI said at the request 
of former 13th District Attorney 
Randy York, TBI special agents 
began investigating Bowmer’s 
death on August 6. Earlier that 
day, Livingston Police Depart¬ 
ment investigators reportedly 
had discovered remains they 
believed to be those of Bowmer, 
who had been reported missing 
in February. LDP officials said 
state autopsy results revealed the 
remains were indeed Bowmer’s. 

LPD issued it’s own press 
release that said the depart¬ 
ment had worked with Overton 
County Sheriff’s Department 
and numerous other agencies in¬ 
cluding the TBI in attempting to 
find Bowmer’s whereabouts dur¬ 
ing the investigation. LPD said 
the search led not only into the 
most isolated corners of Overton 
County but also Putnam County, 
Wilson County, Clay County and 
even into Kentucky. 

LPD said Detective Jacob Bo¬ 
swell and others from LPD set 
up a perimeter when Bowmer’s 
remains were ultimately found 
at a wooded location off Cope¬ 
land Cove Lane. LPD detectives 
reportedly were joined by OCSD 
detectives Brian Franklin and 
Derek Sidwell during the in¬ 
vestigation of the scene where 
Bowmer’s remains were found. 
The LPD release credited Officer 
Chris Gore with being the first to 
recover physical remains at the 
scene, with other LPD officers 
reportedly recovering addition¬ 
al remains as the investigation 
progressed. LPD said a special¬ 
ized forensic recovery team was 
called in to assist in the investi¬ 
gation and identification of the 
remains. 

TBI’s press released said the 
bureau’s agents worked with 
LPD investigators to develop in¬ 
formation in the case that even¬ 
tually led to Robert Tim Covey, 
40, and his wife, Patricia Lynn 
Gentry, 42, who the agencies ac¬ 
cused of killing Bowmer. 

According to TBI, the Over- 
ton County Grand Jury returned 
indictments on the couple, with 
Covey being charged with one 
count of premeditated first de¬ 
gree murder, one count of felony 
murder, one count of aggra¬ 
vated burglary, and one count 
of theft of more than $1,000. 


Gentry, meanwhile, was charged 
with one count of being an acces¬ 
sory after the fact, two counts of 
filing a false report and one count 
of theft of more than $1,000. 

LPD Chief Greg Etheredge 
said the case was not presented 
to the grand jury until December 
because authorities were wait¬ 
ing for DNA confirmation that 
the remains found were Bow¬ 
mer’s. In the LPD press release, 
he called Bowmer’s death a “true 
tragedy” and said “our hearts go 
out to Mrs. Bowmer’s family. 

“The hardest part for the fam¬ 
ily was not knowing where she 
was or what had happened to her, 
and I am grateful that we were 
able to give the family some clo¬ 
sure through our investigation.” 

Etheredge credited the numer¬ 
ous other law enforcement agen¬ 
cies for helping LPD resolve the 
case. 

TBI said at the time of its press 
release, both Covey and Gentry 
remained in the Overton County 
Sheriff’s Department custody on 
unrelated charges. LPD said both 
were in jail on those unrelated 
charges at the time Bowmer’s re¬ 
mains were recovered and have 
remained in custody throughout 
the investigation. 


An Indiana couple wanted 
on charges of murdering a nine- 
month old child was arrested 
near the Overton-Putnam County 
line Thursday, December 4. 

The arrest report from Over- 
ton County Sheriff’s Department 
said Deputy Steven Castle and 
Sgt. John Mackie along with 
Monterey Police Department 
were advised that Corey Bull¬ 
ock, 18, of Lawrence, Indiana 
and Apryl Ann Hammer, 23, 
of Indianapolis, Indiana, may 
be located in the vicinity of the 
county in just outside Monterey 
off Hanging Limb Highway. The 
report said the two were wanted 
on felony warrants in Indiana for 
murder of a child nine months 
old, strangulation, aggravated 
battery, neglect of a dependent 
resulting in serious injury, bat¬ 
tery resulting in bodily injury, 
and battery resulting in bodily 
injury to a pregnant woman. 

The narrative of the arrest re¬ 
port said, “According to the in¬ 
formation that we had received 
the two subjects had come to 
Tennessee approximately three 
weeks ago and had been in our 
county.” 

The report said OCSD was 
able to gather intelligence lead¬ 
ing to the couple’s exact location 
on Thursday, which led to the ar¬ 
rest of both individuals. 

“Both Overton County Sher¬ 
iff’s Department and Monterey 
Police Department had con¬ 
ducted a NCIC on both subjects 
and there was a hit confirmed 
on them from Indiana for the 
charges listed above,” the narra¬ 
tive said. 

Reportedly, officers from both 
departments went to an address 
on Norrod Lane, where the sub¬ 
jects were found inside a home. 
Both were placed under arrest¬ 
ed and transported to Overton 
County Justice Center, the report 
said. OCSD said Bullock and 
Hammer await bond and extradi¬ 
tion hearings. 

The report also said there 
were several drug paraphernalia 
items found in the residence, but 
did not list any charges related to 
those findings. 



After being on the list of the 
highest unemployment rates in 
the state, Monroe County finds 
itself on the other end of the 
spectrum with one of the lowest. 

Monroe’s 4.5 percent rate is 
third in the Barren River Area 
Development District and close 
to the statewide group. 


“We are excited to see the 
trend moving in the right direc¬ 
tion,” County Judge/Executive 
Tommy Willett noted. 

According to the Office of 
Employment and Training, un¬ 
employment rates fell in all 120 
Kentucky counties between Oc¬ 
tober 2013 and October 2014, the 
time period for which the data 
documents. This is the third con¬ 
secutive month that Kentucky 
has seen a year-over-year drop in 
all counties. 

Boone County recorded the 
lowest jobless rate in the Com¬ 
monwealth at 4.1 percent. It was 
followed by Woodford County at 
4.2 percent; and Daviess, Fay¬ 
ette, Franklin, Madison, Owen, 
Simpson, Spencer and Warren 
counties at 4.4 percent each. 

Jackson County recorded the 
state’s highest unemployment 
rate at 11.7 percent, followed by 
Magoffin County, 10.8 percent; 
Letcher County, 10.2 percent; 
and Harlan County, 10.1 percent. 

Unemployment statistics are 
based on estimates and are com¬ 
piled to measure trends rather 
than actually to count people 
working. Civilian labor force 
statistics include non-military 
workers and unemployed Ken¬ 
tuckians who are actively seek¬ 
ing work. They do not include 
unemployed Kentuckians who 
have not looked for work within 
the past four weeks. 


Monroe County may be home 
to Kentucky’s only 24-hour state 
operated ferry, but another of 
the state’s ferries is getting an 
update, thanks to one local busi¬ 
ness. 

Grandview Welding of 
Tompinsville manufactured the 
tug boat that will replace the one 
previously used at Valley View 
Ferry, which crosses the Ken¬ 
tucky River near Lexington, at 
the Fayette, Jessamine and Madi¬ 
son County lines. 

The tug boat named “The 
John Craig II,” was delivered a 
week ago Tuesday to the Clays 
Ferry Boat Ramp. It took around 
six months to build the tug boat, 
according to Brian Froedge, 
owner of Grandview Welding. 

Froedge said that the business 
was selected to build the tug boat 
out of three others that bid on the 
job. 

Grandview Welding has also 
manufactured the Cumberland 
River Ferry tug boat and barge 
and the tug boat and barge for the 
Road’s Ferry in Butler County. 

The Valley View boat was 
purchased using a $600,000 fed¬ 
eral grant from the Ferry Boat 
Discretionary Funds, along with 
$100,000 in matching local 
funds. 


Come January 1, 2015, those 
entering the Monroe County Ju¬ 
dicial Center will notice several 
changes in the security protocol. 

According to Sheriff-elect 
Dale “Frog” Ford, effective 
January 1, there will be no purs¬ 
es, bags or backpacks allowed 
through the security checkpoint 
in addition, briefcases will also 
be subject to search by court se¬ 
curity officers. 

Pocketknives or other unau¬ 
thorized weapons will not be al¬ 
lowed in the Judicial Center and 
absolutely no cell phones will 
be allowed in the courtroom. 
These restrictions also include 
those conducting business in the 
Monroe County Circuit Clerk’s 
office, with the exception of the 
cell phone ban. 

One main change will be that 
security officers will not hold any 
personal items—visitors will be 
directed to return the unauthor¬ 
ized item(s) to their vehicle be¬ 
fore entering the building again. 

If anyone who is not autho¬ 
rized to carry a firearm attempts 
to enter the building they will be 
arrested immediately, according 
to Ford. 

“These changes are to ensure 
the safety of everyone inside the 
Judicial Center,” Ford added.

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Thrasher said when he took 
the job closer to home, he had 
more time to do things he wanted 
to do, and one of those things 
was to run for office. “I always 
wanted to be able to be a voice 
for the people and help people 
whenever I can,” he said. “I was 
working 10 to 12 hours a day 
away from home, but now I’m 
able to do it.” 

Thrasher sees some of the 
primary duties as a councilman 
is handling the budgets, helping 
each department in the city to see 
they have what they need to do 
their jobs, and helping people in 
the city with problems they may 
have, including ordinances that 
can be adopted to assist the com¬ 
munity. 

The new councilman says the 
biggest asset Albany has, in his 
opinion, is its citizens. “They are 
outgoing and honest people,” he 
said, adding, “that’s what makes 
it a great place to live.” He said 
in all the places he traveled while 
in the military, this is the place 
he always wanted to come back 
home to. 

Thrasher admits that with 
council members terms being 
only two years, it isn’t much time 
to see a lot take place or a lot of 
changes and admits he has a lot 
of learning to do and information 
to gather to make informed deci¬ 
sions. “I hope to bring some new 
ideas, but a lot will be on a situ¬ 
ation by situation basis,” he said. 

“Being the only new face, I 
hope to learn a lot from the cur¬ 
rent council members. This is a 
great city and I hope to be a part 
of trying to make it even better,” 
said Thrasher. 

The councilman-elect also 
feels it necessary and beneficial 
for the local governments, city 
and county fiscal court, to get 
along for both the city and coun¬ 
ty to prosper. “We need to work 
hand-in-hand, work for each 
other, not against each other,” he 
said 

Thrasher said he thinks the 
council and mayor, as well as 
other local officials, will be good 
to work with and looks forward 
to getting to know them all bet¬ 
ter. “There may be some dis¬ 
agreements, but that’s part of be¬ 
ing on a council.” 

Thrasher thanked the voters 
for giving him the opportunity 
and said he would do his best 
to live up to their expectations. 
“I’m looking forward to getting 
started,” he said.

eluded a few topics that were to 
be voted on at another call meet¬ 
ing held Monday night of this 
week. (Details of that meeting 
can be found on page 1.) 

Most of the 50-minute ses¬ 
sion, which saw all members 
present, dealt with finances, with 
information and presentations 
given by Finance Director Mike 
Reeves. 

Reeves basically reviewed 
where the school district is to 
this point in its working budget 
for the fiscal year, indicating that 
although there were some short¬ 
falls in a few areas, the district re¬ 
mained financially sound, having 
a total $1.5 million fund balance. 
He also noted he was pleased 
about the amount of property tax 
receipts turned in to this point at 
$1.1 million 

The board also discussed indi¬ 
vidual school activity funds, with 
Reeves saying the use of those 
funds are limited in scope. How¬ 
ever, the Kentucky Department 
of Education is allowing school 
districts to use what is known as 
Fund 21 that allows an individ¬ 
ual school to issue a check once 
a month to the district, making 
those funds non-restricted, and 
allowing the central office to 
purchase whatever an individual 
school may be in most need of, 
such as computers, etc. 

The Fund 21 program is vol¬ 
untary for the schools to use at 
their own discretion. 

Superintendent Charlotte Ber¬ 
nard also told the board about 
budget changes for schools al¬ 
ready being considered by the 
legislature, noting most revenues 
are in tact and expenses were 
very good with the exception of 
a couple of areas. Also, the local 
school district is saving money 
on utility costs, being ranked 
19th out of 173 school districts 
for money spent on utilities per 
square foot district-wide. 

Following a power point pre¬ 
sentation by Reeves pertaining 


to some parts of the working 
budget funding, Board Mem¬ 
ber Junior Cecil questioned the 
status of collections for lunches 
purchased by students that re¬ 
main unpaid. It was noted that 
although the district is still try¬ 
ing to collect some of that unpaid 
money, no legal action has been 
taken against anyone and now 
that all students in the district are 
under a new federal food pro¬ 
gram and are getting free meals, 
it would make it harder to collect 
that back owed money. 

It was noted, however, that the 
Food Service program, with the 
new program in effect this school 
year, is about $12,000 ahead of 
revenue from a year ago. 

Finally on the issue of financ¬ 
es, Reeves told the board how 
much of the school district’s rev¬ 
enues were actually being spent 
on instruction, adding, “we’re 
serving the kids...and whenever 
there’s a bump in the road, we’ll 
work through it and move on.” 

After discussing the proposed 
changes in the regular meeting 
schedule, board members briefly 
discussed a recent proposal by 
the Lake Cumberland District 
Health Department to make all 
schools and school facilities “to¬ 
bacco free.” 

Supt. Bernard said a survey 
on that issue would begin being 
taken for parents, students and 
others but most board members 
agreed going as far as making all 
school property, including out¬ 
side of buildings tobacco free, 
would be a difficult task and in¬ 
ferred no action on that aspect 
would likely be taken anytime 
soon. 

Board Member Kevin Mar¬ 
cum did suggest that, especially 
during sporting events and other 
gatherings, that a designated area 
away from where most student 
traffic is located, be a designated 
area for smokers or others who 
use tobacco products as an alter¬ 
native to banning it altogether.

trailer from which the local de¬ 
cals and paint had been defaced 
or removed; cultivated or har¬ 
vested more that five plants of 
marijuana with the intent to sell 
or transfer and received, retained 
or disposed of a 6X10 box trailer, 
the moveable property of Albany 
First Baptist Church, said prop¬ 
erty having a value of more than 
$500 but less than $10,000. 

* The alleged offenses of 
marijuana cultivation, obscur¬ 
ing the identity of a machine or 
other property and receiving sto¬ 
len property against Roxanne M. 
Smith, when on or about October 
21, defendant cultivated or har¬ 
vested more than five plants of 
marijuana with the intent to sell 
or transfer, received, retained or 
disposed of a 6X10 box trailer, 
the moveable property of Albany 
First Baptist Church, said prop¬ 
erty having a value of more than 
$500 but less than $10,000, and 
possessed the trailer from which 
the decals and paint had been de¬ 
faced or removed. 

* The alleged offense of theft 
by unlawful taking or disposition 
against Tarina R. Whited, when 
on or about October 16, defen¬ 
dant took or exercised control 
over one or more controlled sub¬ 
stances identified as Oxycodone, 
Morphine, and Lorazepam, the 
moveable property of the estate 


of Jerry Perdue. 

(Editor’s Note: An indictment 
is a statement of probable cause 
to believe an offense has been 


committed and further court pro¬ 
ceedings are warranted. Those 
individuals named in an indict¬ 
ment are presumed innocent un¬ 
less proven guilty in court.)

Pan Am Flight 103 explodes over Scotland 

December 31, 1988 

Pan Am Flight 103 from London to New York explodes in midair over Lockerbie, Scotland, an hour 
after departure. A bomb that had been hidden inside an audio cassette player detonated inside the cargo 
area when the plane was at an altitude of 31,000 feet. A11 259 passengers, including 35 Syracuse Univer¬ 
sity students returning home for the holidays, were killed in the explosion. In addition, 11 residents of 
Lockerbie were killed in the shower of airplane parts that unexpectedly fell from the sky. 

Authorities accused Islamic terrorists of having placed the bomb on the plane at the low-security air¬ 
port in Malta, and it was transferred to Flight 103 in Frankfurt, Germany. They apparently believed that 
the attack was in retaliation for either the 1986 bombing attack on Libya, or a 1988 incident, in which 
the United States killed 290 passengers when it mistakenly shot down an Iran Air commercial flight over 
the Persian Gulf. 

Sixteen days before the explosion over Lockerbie, a call was made to the U.S. embassy in Hel¬ 
sinki, Finland, warning that a bomb would be placed on a Pan Am flight out of Frankfurt. Though some 
claimed that travelers should have been alerted to this threat, U.S. officials later said that the connection 
between the call and the bomb was purely coincidental. 

In the early 1990s, investigators identified Libyans Abdel Basset Ah al-Megrahi and Lamen Khalifa 
Fhimah as suspects, but Libya refused to turn them over to be tried in the United States. But in 1999—in 
an effort to ease United Nations sanctions against Libya—President Moammar Gadhafi agreed to turn the 
suspects over to Scotland for trial in the Netherlands using Scottish law and prosecutors. In early 2001, 
al-Megrahi was convicted and sentenced to life in prison, although he continues to profess his innocence 
and work to overturn his conviction. Fhimah was acquitted. 

In accordance with United Nations and American demands, Libya accepted responsibility for the 
bombing, though it did not express remorse. The U.N. and U.S. lifted most sanctions against Libya; 
the country then paid each victim’s family approximately $8 million in compensation. In 2004, Libya’s 
prime minister said that the deal was the “price for peace,” implying that his country only accepted re¬ 
sponsibility to get the sanctions lifted, angering the survivors’ families. He also admitted that Libya had 
not really accepted guilt for the bombing. 

Pan Am Airlines, which went bankrupt in 1991, received a $30 million settlement from the Libyan 
government in 2006. 

Truman considers amnesty for draft dodgers 

December 33, 1946 

On this day in 1946, President Harry S. Truman appoints an amnesty board to review cases of con¬ 
scientious objectors (CO’s) who were imprisoned after refusing to serve during World War II. 

Truman’s predecessor, Franklin Roosevelt, had pardoned select World War I “draft dodgers” in 
1933. In preparation for the Second World War, Roosevelt tried to avoid jailing CO’s by offering them 
the opportunity to participate in a domestic civil-service program instead that included work on farms 
and in hospitals. Although approximately 25,000 men did take FDR up on his offer or joined the military 
and served in non-combat roles, 15,000 more chose not to support the war effort at ah—some of these 
were charged with violating federal conscription law and imprisoned. Truman, in the spirit of forgive¬ 
ness, appointed the board to review individual cases of those who were jailed, with the idea that anyone 
who had been unjustly punished would be pardoned. 

A year later, the board reported back to Truman. Of the 15,000 violators of the World War II Selec¬ 
tive Service Act, only 1,500 were considered entitled to full amnesty. Most were members of historically 
“pacifist” religious sects such as the Quakers and Mennonites. On December 23, 1947, Truman granted 
pardons to those 1,500 and restored their political and civil rights. (Those who had originally been 
jailed as convicted “felons” lost voting rights, and even after their release were prevented from obtain¬ 
ing certain jobs or holding public office.) As the board was given the power to define what constituted 
a legitimate “religious organization,” hundreds of Jehovah’s Witnesses were not considered, nor were 
those who protested the war for personal reasons other than religion, including the belief that the draft 
violated the U.S. Constitution. 

In 1948, former first lady Eleanor Roosevelt, then a human rights activist, was approached by sev¬ 
eral religious and civil rights organizations, including the American Friends Service Committee, the Fed¬ 
eral Council of Churches and the American Civil Liberties Union to advocate on their behalf for broader 
amnesty. Eleanor wrote to Truman and asked for a review of the thousands who had yet to be considered 
for pardons. Truman wrote back, admitting that he had little sympathy for the majority of conscientious 
objectors; in fact, he viewed them with contempt, believing them to be “just plain cowards or shirkers.” 
Truman believed that many CO’s used religion as an excuse to avoid service and told Eleanor that he 
thought ah the “honest” conscientious objectors had been identified by his Amnesty Board. Truman was 
not the only president to grant clemency to draft dodgers: Gerald R. Ford and Jimmy Carter offered 
pardons in 1974 and 1977 respectively.

Essay on Education written 100 years ago 

Postmaster W. H. Vitatoe last week received from Miss Virginia Brents of Pittsburgh, Kansas, a 
recent copy of the Educational Leader, published by the Kansas State Teachers College at Pittsburgh, 
which contained a biographical sketch of her grandfather, John Allen Brents, and an essay on education 
written by him in 1853. Miss Brents wrote the Albany postmaster as follows: 

Enclosed is a booklet published at our Kansas State College in Pittsburgh which contains an article 
written by our grandfather Brents who was a resident of Albany, Ky., and well known. We possess an old 
essay book in his handwriting from which this was copied. 

Our father was John Allen Brents, Jr., and he died in 1920. My brother and I reside here and operate 
Hotel Inn. We do not know the address of any of the Brents family, but if you hand this book to the paper 
perhaps they will publish something about it and also locate some of our relatives. 

Does anyone there know who L. B. Tabor was? His letters to grandfather Brents also appear in 
this essay book. He evidently was a professional man in Albany in 1853-54. Very sincerely, Virginia 
Brents 

John Allen Brents was born in 1833 in a log cabin in Clinton County, Kentucky. After attending 
country schools, he studied at Cumberland Academy, Monticello, Kentucky, and was for a time in the 
early fifties, a rural school teacher. In 1854-55, he attended law school in Louisville and was admitted 
to practice in the spring of the latter year. During the Civil War, he supported the Union and helped re¬ 
cruit Company “C” of the First Regiment Kentucky Volunteer Cavalry; he was commissioned a major 
in that organization. Serious illness in his immediate family led to the resignation of his commission 
in mid-1862 after a year of field service in his home state and in Tennessee. During and after the war, 
Major Brents was active in civic affairs and in Republican politics, and he held a variety of elective and 
appointive offices.

Jobless rates down in all counties 
for third straight month 

Clinton County’s unemployment rate took another drop in Octo¬ 
ber, 2014 compared to the previous month, September, 2014, accord¬ 
ing to the Kentucky Office of Employment and Training, an agency 
of the Kentucky Education and Workforce Development Cabinet. 

According to the agency, Clinton County’s jobless rate in October 
stood at 6.7 percent, compared to the September rate of 7.2 percent. 

Both were significantly lower than the 9.2 percent Clinton County 
reported a year earlier in October 2013. 

The most recent October rate of 6.7 percent was based on a civil¬ 
ian labor force of 4,528 adults, with 4,225 employed, leaving 303 in 
the ranks of unemployed. 

In other surrounding counties in the Lake Cumberland Area De¬ 
velopment District, the latest report included Adair (5.5), Cumber¬ 
land (6.1), Russell (7.9) and Wayne (7.5). 

Unemployment rates fell in all 120 Kentucky counties between 
October 2013 and October 2014. 

This is the third consecutive month that Kentucky has seen a year- 
over-year drop in all counties. 

Jackson County recorded the state’s highest unemployment rate 
-11.7 percent. It was followed by Magoffin County, 10.8 percent; 
Letcher County, 10.2 percent; Harlan County, 10.1 percent; Leslie 
County, 9.8 percent; Bell and Knott counties, 8.8 percent each; Mc¬ 
Creary County, 8.7 percent; Fulton County, 8.6 percent; and Clay 
County, 8.4 percent. 

Unemployment statistics are based on estimates and are com¬ 
piled to measure trends rather than actually to count people working. 
Civilian labor force statistics include non-military workers and un¬ 
employed Kentuckians who are actively seeking work. They do not 
include unemployed Kentuckians who have not looked for employ¬ 
ment within the past four weeks. The statistics in this news release 
are not seasonally adjusted because of the small sample size for each 
county. The data should only be compared to the same month in pre¬ 
vious years.

Mark 6 begins by telling about Jesus returning to Nazareth with His disciples. He taught at the syna¬ 
gogue (church) on their Jewish Sabbath day. 

The people had no trouble seeing that Jesus knew the Bible. Trouble was, He was a hometown boy. 
Notice closely in verse 3, the people say Jesus is the Son of Mary. Could this mean people believed Jesus 
to be illegitimate?
